$511,000 were appropriated to enable the Pres- 
ident to treat with the Indians of these new 
Territories for their lands. But this law was 
disregarded until the plan for tho repeal of the 
Missouri Compromise was arranged; and then, 
instead of a Commisiioner being sent to treat 
with tho Indians in the ordinary way, delega- 
tions from each tribe have been hurried off to 
Washington, and the treaties there made, so 
that neither the tribes at large, nw the public 
know any thing of the conditions of these trea- 
ties 
The Indian Agents, the Senate, and the 


paiticitlar friends of tbe Administration alone, 
know what is going on. These individuals cir- 
culated the story that no citizen would be al 
lowed to tnko claims or settle on tLe lands 
ceded by the Indians to the Government, until 
the surveys were made and the lands offered at 
public sale. In the mean time, Senator 
sent a private telegraphic dispatch to his friends 
to go and take possession of the most desirable 
locations. This information nas circulated fe- 
cretly, and thousands of the pro-slavery party 
swarmed over tho country before those not in 
tho secret, were apprised of what WHB doing — 
These men, I understand, have banded togeth- 
er to prevent the settlement of anti-slavery men 
in the country. Several meetings of these 
"clnbs" have been held in Missouri, arid anti- 
sia\ery men have been denounced with fierce 
threats
